Culture  in  Pots  or  Pans.  These  may  be  planted  any  time  from  September  to  November,  though 
early  planting  as  a rule  gives  the  best  results.  Firm,  heavy  bulbs  should  be  selected,  and,  if  to 
be  planted  singly,  use  a 5-inch  pot  or  four  bulbs  of  one  variety  to  an  8-inch  seed  pan.  A piece  of 
broken  pot  placed  over  the  hole  and  1 or  2 inches  of  Sphagnum  Moss  placed  on  this,  makes  ex- 
cellent drainage.  A light,  rich  soil  is  essential;  one  made  up  of  one-third  rotted  cow  manure, 
one-third  rotted  sod,  and  the  balance  of  leafmold  and  sharp  sand,  is  excellent.  When  planting, 
break  off  all  outsets,  if  any,  at  the  base  of  the  bulbs,  and  have  the  top  of  the  bulb  just  below  the 
soil,  and  the  soil  about  an  inch  below  the  top  of  the  pot ; give  a good  watering,  put  in  a cool 
place  and  cover  with  5 or  6 inches  of  sand  or  sifted  coal  ashes ; this  prevents  the  bulbs  from  rising 
while  they  are  making  roots  and  holds  the  moisture.  After  eight  weeks  the  roots  should  be  strong 
enough  to  allow  them  to  be  brought  to  the  light  and  into  the  room  where  they  are  to  bloom.
